It seems that it 
is the one lubricant which does not be- 
come injuriously affected by intense cold 
and that does not cake at a low tempera- 
ture. 

It is Ukewise needed and in still larger 
quantities as a lubricant for the motors 
of automobile vehicles of every descrip- 
tion, especially in the intensely cold re- 
gions of Poland and in the western prov- 
inoes of France, where active military op- 
erations are now in progress.

Sir Douglas Mawson, the celebrated 
Antarctic explorer, now in this country, 
tells a story which goes far to show the 
premeditation of Germany in connection 
with the present war. 

According to him, the master of every 
German merchantmen was handed ir 
February and March last a sealed letter 
together with an open one, instructing 
him to place the former one securely un- 
der lock and key. 

He was further directed not to break 

the seal until he received a message—a 
letter, a cablegram, or a wireless—signed 
with a particular name. ; 
He was to pay no heed to the message 
itself. But if the particular name wes 
attached to the message he was at once 
to break the seal and act according to the 
instructions contained in the letter. 

As an example of the way in which 
these orders were worked, Sir Dougias 
gays: ; 

„Three or four days before we reached 
Colombo the Norddeutscher boat Roon 
left that port to continue its voyage to 
Australia. Two days out from Colombe 
the captain of the Roon received a wire- 
leas message, Unload all wool,’ signed 
by the name given in the letter. | 
„The Roon had no wool on board. But 
on seeing the name at the end of the mes- 
sage, the captein opened the sealed letter 
and found that it announced the fact that 
war had been deciared between Germany, 
France, Russia, and Great Britain, and 
ordered the captain at once to seek the 
nearest German or neutral port. 

“The captain thereupon immediately 
changed the course of the Roon and 
blandly informed his passengers thet he 
was not going to Australia. but would 
land them at Batavia. He also intimated 
to them with « laugh that Germany and 
Great Britain were at wer.”

Clabby, like his phantom foe, drew 
applause from his host of friends in the 
hig crowd.
